CROWDS FLEE FROM FUMES 


Amsterdam Av. Traffic Is Tied Up 
an Hour—Men In Rescue Squad 
Burned Painfully.

Hisses and puffs of white vapor came 
up from the stone floor of the chemiatry 
vault of the College of the City of New 
York yesterday morning at 11 o'clock 
when Walter Fredericks started to 
sprinkle water on it, before sweeping it 
out. — 

Before Fredericks could get out, flames 
were running along the floor of the 
vault, which is fifty feet. long and 
twenty feet wide, and contained about 


5,000 jars, tubes and bottles with Pe: 
eral hundred varieties of chemicals. 
plosion after explosion followed. 

After two hours of fire-fighting, the 
burning chéemicals- were drowned _ be- 
neath. a flood .of water from many 
streams, directed by firemen in gas 
masks. - The firemen worked in shifts, as 
one set after another was overcome by 


| mixtures of 


gasses. 

A complex and heavy ‘odor, in which 
tether , ond smells of almonds-and ba- 
Nanas predominated, hung over the 
place all day. Streams of water- were 
played on the chemicals for hours. At 
times the water excited almost as many 
outbursts of flame as -it extinguished, 
not only ng as the igniting agent, 
but knockihg over rows of bottles and 
crocks of chemicals, which caught fire 
from the burning oils floating on the 
rising surface of water in the vault. 
Although after two hours the ‘water had 
got the fire under control, every now 
end then through the afternoon . the 
contents of a smashed bottle would be 
washed into contact with some com- 
bination of Gea rots for which it had 
a violent antagonism. A minor explosion 
would follow, and @ new variety of odor 
be released. e 


Firemen Work in Peril. 


Knee-deep in the water, half covered 
with their gas masks, the six members 
of the Rescue Squad fought the raging 
chemicals at close quarters. They 
emerged from their fight with minor 
burns, and irritated throats and nasal 
passages. ‘They were in peril at all 
times, for several large jars of am- 
monium nitrate were in the vault, and 
might have detonated with enough force 
to wreck the place. This powerful ex- 


plosive, however, went undisturbed 
through- the heat and the explosion’ of 
less powerful chemicals. 

The entire chemical supply and much 
equipment of the = was destroyed. 
The loss was estimated as $30,000. The 
vault was built with the idea that such 
a fire was a possibility, and it was on 
that account isolated from the Chem- 
istry Building proper, and protected by 
an iron door and thick walls of brick 
and cement. 

The cause was a mystery for some 
time, but from the ng by Fred- 
ericks, chemists at the building satis- 
fied themselves that it was his sprink- 
ling of water on the floor which started 
the blaze, He had sprinkled water al- 
most daily for years before sweeping, 
and no explosion occurred. * But yester- 
day, it was believed, there was some 
sodium on the floor. Sodium burns in 
contact with water, 

To keep the sodium from combustion it 
is kept covered with kerosene in crocks. 
One of these crocks is believed to have 
developed a leak. The sodium-saturated 
oil e rated on the floor, apparently, 
and left | behind a deposit of unprotected 
pure sodium. When the water was 
sprinkled on it sufficient heat was gen- 
erated to start the kerosene burning. 
There. were shelves and a little othec 
furniture of wood -to spread the flames. 

When he saw how the floor hissed, 
sputtered and flamed Fredericks rushed 

f to inform Arthur Schutt, chief of the 
ision of Supplies. Schutt and Fred- 
ericks ran back to the half-open iron 
door communicating to a passage between 
the vault and the Chemistry Building. 
Before they reached the vault there was 
a sound like the tearing of silk and a 
sh of hot, choking. fumes which drove 
hem back. The explosion was not loud 
enough to be heard throughout the 
building, but sharp and irritating vapors 
were speedily diffused from it.. Fire 
alarms were turned in and students were 
eg to the nearest fire house to call for 
aid. 


Rescue Squad Called. 


‘ The first companies to arrive could do 
nothing with a roaring furnace of chem- 
icals. Deputy Chief Thomas F. Dough- 
erty sent for the Rescue Squad, which 
arrived in command of’ Lieutenant Kil- 
bride. He and his ‘six -masked men 
tackled the fire through the basement 
door, though their respirators were 
not equipped to deal with the combina-

By the time the 
water had lifted the layer of fire three 
or ‘four feet the lighter chemicals had 
begun to burn themselves out, while the 
heavier ones were safe in solution or

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 4.—-Or- 
ganization under a charter granted by 
the State of Tennessee was perfected 
here today, of the Chattanooga Lookout 
Mountain Park.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—Following upon 
numerous items in the English press re- 
cently chronicling America’s increasing 
crime wave, the London papers give the 
Place of honor this evening to a speech 
by Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the Home 
Secretary, stating that during the last 
fitty years there has been a striking de- 
crease of crime in Britain. . 

He made his statements at the opening 
of the ninth Iaternational Prison Con- 
gress here today, ‘which was attended 
by 500 delegates from all parts of the 
gt including the United States, It 

the first prison congress held in fif- 
teen years, the last scheduled having 
been stopped by the World War. 

Describing the.extraordinary changes 
in England’s record of crime, Sir Wil- 
m gaid: 

“Fifty years ago there were 20/000 
persons in local prisons}. today only 
8,000. -Fifty years ago 10,000 persons 
were in penal servitude; today 1,600. 
Fifty years . there -were local 
prisons . and rteen penal servitude, 
— in this country; today thirty-one 

and four penal servitude prisons.” 
Public Viewpoint Changed. - 

He summed up the change in ‘the pub- 

lic viewpoint regarding criminals as 
follows: 
‘ “The time has passed when a Govern- 
ment considered it had done its duty 
to society when it had arrested an of- 
fender. A man does not lose his rights 
as a human being because he has broken 
a law. A man. must not come from 
prison in such a condition of mind and 
body that he is no longer fit to take his 
place in society...’ 

Sir William called attention to notable 
reforms in ‘English treatment of mi- 
nals, indicating special prisons for first 
offenders in order not to subject them: 
to a prison atmosphere while serving 
first. sentences, practical aWblition of 
solitary confinement, and education in 
prison. Cell windows in English prisons 
can now be opened, he pointed out, and 
prisoners are not required to remain be- 
hind bars when receiving: visitors. 

“The atmosphere today in our prisons 
is one of hope rather than despair,” 
said. Sir William. 

He stated emphatically his disbelief 
in the efficaty of short sentences. A 
few weeks imprisonment was not 
enough to make offenders dread the 
idea of imprisonment, he said. 

Among other noted Englishmen who 
will address the Prison Congress are the 
Earl of Oxford (better known under his 
former name of Mr. Asquith) and Vis- 
count Haldane.

And Demands Fulfillment of Party 

Pledge—Swanson Warne Against 
Deal With Irreconcilables.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—That organ- 
iged propaganda to misrepresent the po- 
Bition of the Senate in the matter of 
the World Court appears to be under 
-way was the assertion made today by 
Senator Lenroot of Wisconsin, a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions_and an Administration leader. 

This propaganda, declared the Wiscon- 
sin Senator, will fail of its p' and 
when the roll-call is ordered on ratifi- 
cation the protocol, with the Hughes- 
Coolidge reservations, he added, will be 
overwhelmingly approved. His estimate 
is seventy-five votes':for the Court, or 
thirteen more than @ two-thirds vote of 
the Chamber. 

If Senator Lenroot speaks with knowl- 
edge, the ratification .of the protecol, 
with the s0-called Administration 
amendments, is assured. The Wiscon- 
sin Senator is a conservative, and it was 
‘pointed out that his views can be ac- 
cepted as those of the Republican Sen- 
ators who are standing with the Presi- 
dent in the World Court issue. 

The only thing that could defeat the 
protocol, in the view of those Senators, 
would be the bringing forward of radi- 
cal reservations which would allenate 
Democratic support,‘ for without that 
support it is admitted ratification will 
be impossible. Sfich reservations as the 
President favors will be acceptable to a 
majority of the Democrats, according to 
the general view in Senatorial circles. 


Won't Compromise With Court Fees. 

Senator Lenroot: declared that as a 
member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee he would never agree to any 
compromise with the foes of the Court. 
This was interprated as directed at Sen- 


ators Borah, Johnson, Reed of Missduri,. 
Blease and others of the irreconcilable 
group who are making their plans for a 
desperate battle to defeat ratification, 
“There seerns to be an organized ef- 
fort to misrepresent the situation in the 
Senate regarding the World Court,” said 
Senator Lenroot. “The opposition, 
knowing that ratification of the protocol | 
establishing the World Court cannot be! 
defeated by a direct vote,: is attempt- 
ing to make the public and Senators be- 
lieve that the only way by which favor- 
able action can be secured is by com- 
ov with those who are opposed 


“Their hope is that Republican Sena- 
tors will agree to such compromisés 
upon reservations and that on the final 


vote the Democrats will vote against the | - 


resolution and thus defeat it. 

“I am satisfied that there are at least 
seventy-five Senators who will vote for 
ratification of the protocol with the 
Hughes-Harding-Coolidge reservations if' 
they have an opportunity, and the only 
danger Hes in compromise upon reserva- 
tions that may defeat it. 

“Both parties in their platforms have 
declared for the Court as recommended 
by President Coolidge. 

“The Republican pledge to the people 
of the United States reads as follows: 

“‘*The Republican Party reaffirms its 
stand for agreement among nations to 
sean: war and preserve peace.

mediate step in this direction, we en- 
dorse the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice, and favor the ad- 
herencé of the United States to this 
tribunal as recommended by President 
Coolidge.’

1. Recognition by Abd-el-Krim of the 
religious sovereignty of the Sultan of 
Morocco, Mulay Yusset, or his legiti- 
mate successor. 

2. Recognition by France and Spain of 
the administrative autonomy of the Riff.

The examination js Httle more terrify- 
ing than attendance at the consulate in 
the old .way, to get an ordinary visa. 
A Visitor from America presenting him- 
gelf at the immigration department’s of- 
fice in Cavendish Square finds the sys- 
tem devised saves him all the trouble 
possible and is running easily, although 
it only started Saturday. ‘As he enters, 
a woman clerk asks him if he wants to 
go to the United States as tourist-or an 
immigrant, and promptly directs him to 
the right quarter. 

For those expecting to stay six months 
or less there is no: need to bother about 
the quota. They can sajl within four 
months of passing the consulate, regard- 
| less of the number of immigrants going 
at the same time, although they have 
to go before a doctor, a special immi- 

tion officer, before the visa is 
crinted: but no technicality is raised to 
obstruct short visits. 


Immigrants Have Strict Test. 


In case there is hope of making the 
United States a. permanent residence a 
more stringent examination is required. 
The first detail necessary is to get'a 
place on) the quota, and to do that it is 
necessary to. make application by letter. 
A mumber is assigned to each” potential 
emigrant ‘who succeds in getting on the 
list, and that. at the present moment is 
far from easy. Roughly, three times as 
many citizens of Great Britain and 
‘Northern Ireland are trying to go to 
America than America, under the pres- 
ent law, will, receive, and applications 
for admission must be taken strictly in 
the order that they are received. 

Once the quota number is issued the 
next step rests with the consulate. It

Outsiders Have Special Hours. 


Afternoon office: hours are set aside 
in London specially for applicants from 
Nottingham and Birmingham; while 
London cases ,are supposed to come 
mornings. As soon as applicants arrive 
at the consulate they are sent before a 
doctor. The reason is that if his report 
is adverse there is no use in going into 
other questions. His examination is 
governed a good deal by'his experience. 
The, doctor, has authority to make it as 
severe as a life insurance examination, 
but in many cases it is lenient. 

Once that test is passed the immigra- 

tion office inspectors get to. work and 
questions such as prospects of contract 
labor, becoming public charges, &c., are 
gone into. Thomas Murphy, head of the 
Immigration Department force, has the 
final inspection of the applicant, and if 
all other tests are passed and his ap- 
proval is gained the visa is granted, 
good for the next’ four months.

The wording of the Lincom letter as 
printed in all the standard works. is 
identical, but there are some variations 
of punctuation and capitalization.

Complete Works Comprising Speeches, 
Letters, &c:,’’ which was edited by the 
late John G.. Nicolay and John Hay, and 
published by the Century Company in 
. Hay, who was later Secretary of 
State, and Nicolay were private secre- 
taries to Lincoln and would hardly 
have included this letter in a compilation 
of his letters if they had any reason to 
regard it as spurious. The text as given 
by Hay and Nicolay: follows:

The text as given by Nicolay and Hay 
carries the address ‘‘Mrs. Bixby, Boston, 
Mass.,’’ at the head of the letter, im- 
mediately following the date. The text 
as given in many standard works, how- 
ever, es “Mrs. Bixby, Boston, 
Mass.,”* at the foot of the letter, after 
the signature. 


Many Facsimiles Printed. 


While the original has never been in 
the possession of the Library of Con- 
gress, Assistant Chief Fitzpatrick this 
afternoon said that various facsimiles 
of the letter had been printed and that 
the originators ‘of some of these fac- 
similes appear to have copied them from 
other alleged facsimiles. Some of these 
facsimiles were sold years ago in Wash- 
ington book shops, but are not now on 
Mr. Fitzpatrick said this .after- 
noon he had no idea as to the where- 
abouts of the original and did not know 
whether President Lincoln had written 
such a letter.

Bimini Island, which rose to wealth and 
fame when prohibition in the United 
States caused it to become the “‘boot- 
Neggers’ paradise,” is down and out. 
The last case of the huge quantity of 
American rye whisky which was ex- 
ported from American shores to Bimini

was launched today, when Dr. John R. 
Neal, chief counsel for the defense of 
the teacher, filed a pétition with the 
Clerk of the Southern Division of the 
Eastern District of the Tennessee Su- 
preine Court, seeking to restrain Stato 
authorities frém further prosecution of 
the case. 

A petition of Robert Wilson, a tax- 
payer, seeking to restrain State a 
thorities from enforcement of the Anti- 
Evolution law was ‘not filed, pending 
conmfpletion of amendments to be made 
to the plea, 

The Scopes petition is based upon the 
allegation that the law is unconstitu- 
tional. It contends that the petitioner, 
John, T. Scopes, prepared” himself for 
the teaching profession, going to “éon- 


i oo expense and ‘effort, and that 


he law cf Tannessee ‘impairs his use- 
fulness as a teacher. 

While the move, Dr. Neal declared, 
has no connection ‘with his previous ap- 
pearance before Judge Gore at Cooke- 
ville prior to the Dayton trial, the pe- 
tition is the same.used in the previous 
appeal for Federal interference.

The Dayton evolution trial was de 
liberately planned and was fostered by 
a. “thirst for ‘publicity,’ _according to 


the Rev, Dr. Charles Francis Potter of | 


the West’ Side Unitarian Church, who 
Ywent to Dayton as unofficial aid to 
counsel for John Thomas Scopes, ocon- 
victed of teaching evolution in a Ten- 
néssea school. Dr. Potter spoke yester- 
day at a Delta Upsilon Club luncheon 
at 22 East Thirty-cighth Street. 

‘The trial did not start on the spur 


of the moment in Robinson’s 4 
store,’’ said Dr. Potter. ‘‘It start 
in Times uare. A young boy. named 
George Rapleyea, who ran a news stand 
j there, had ‘to fight every day to hold 
|his stand. It was the spirit of fight 
‘that was instilled in him in those Jnys 
that made Dr. Rapleyea bring on, tie 
fight at Dayton.” 


Dr. Potter said that Dr. Rapleyea’s | 


interest in ‘the Fundamentalist-Evolu- 
tionist controversy dated from a fu- 
neral service he had attend for a boy 
killed in a mill. He said that a Fun- 
damentalist minister had told the boy’s 
mother that. it was his duty to inform 
her that her child was at that minuté 
burning in. eternal punishment because 
he had not been baptized. The preacher 
said, ‘‘I got to be trie to my God,”’’ ac- 
cording’ to Dr. Potter, and from that 
moment Drv Rapleyea was intensely in- 
terested in religion and worked toward 
the climax represented by the. Da 


trial, 
“I know that “a thirst for publicity 


*|had much to do with bringing on the 


trial,’ he continued. . *‘And know 
that the business interests of the town 
were: backing it to their utmost, but 
the biggest factor was the tireless 
prop anda of Dr. Rapleyea.’’ 

otter referred to the natives of 
Dagiod as freaks. He said that Scopes, 
while maintaining a serious pose, Was 
inwardly laughing at the trial, and that 
the young man’s only activity during 
its course wae to be an expressman and 
transport the luggage of the lawyers.

Mr. Alexanderson hopes that by a 
combination of the. present Vertical 
‘waves with horizontal pdlarized waves 
“fading’’ and static, the greatest cb- 
stacles to successful broadcasting, may 
“be overcome. Horizontal wavés were. 
discovered by Hertz, and it is interest- 
ing that radio research has gone back to 
something that was known.and discard<- 
ed years ago,. even as Marconi. has re- 

*~\. cently experimented with. directional 
broadcasting, along the lines of his first 
efforts, which was discarded bécause of 
the-necessity of develo oping a system of 
broadcasting. that would reach ships. at 
sea, 

The " possibilities of the horizontal 
Waves were discovered by accident, Mr. 
Alexanderson said,-during some experi- 
ments with supposed vertical waves— 
that is, waves which comé off the ordi- 
nary. antennae and oscillate. up and 
down as they travel about “the earth. 
In order to test the waves instruments 
have been devised which, when used 
under the antennae, show the field 
strength of the waves. One day when 
@& test message was being sent.to the 
big radio receiving station at Riverhead, 
L. IL. the instruments under the anten- 
nae did not register and the operators 
were under the impression that. nothing 
had gone out. 


Only Horizental Waves Produced. 


Much to their surprise they found that 
Riverhead had‘been receiving their sig- 
male much mere ciearly than before, 
@nd° when Mr. Alexanderson was told 
of this phenomenon he found that- the 


antennae had been hooked up wrong 

-and' the only radiation produced was 

from the two upper horizontal sides of 

-. the loop.. He decide& that only hori- 

|. ~Zontally polarized waves were being pro- 
duced and sprayed off, as it were, in a 
sideways_oscillation. 

It was then learned that \these waves 
could not be detected anywhere near 
Schenectady. They apparently went up 
at a high angle frdm thé earth, and as 

-. there was less absorption there the sig- 
nals when received were stronger. They 
were a little more than the same in- 
tensity at Riverhead, but at Bangor, 
Meée.,;, much farther away; it was found 
that the signals were double the strength 
they’ had been with vertically polarized 

* ‘Waves. 

Waves as they leave the antenna be- 
gin to.turn so that they: go through 
_ Space in a corkscrew. motidén, the poles 
making a complete revolution in about 

150 miles. This is believed’ to be the 
cause of fading, because at some point 
in this’ revolution the waves cannot be 
détected. Mr. Alexanderson bélieves 
that if a combination 6f the vertical 
and horizontal waves, a polyphase wave, 
can be produced there will always -be 
@ome part of these wavés which can be 
detected. He feels that itimay also be 
possible by means,of these waves to 
prevent the interference of static. Static 
may be polarized vertically, so that hor-

Origin 
ally the city was to have paid 50 per 
cent. and the property owners ,20 per 
cent. y per cent. will be borne by 
the county. 

in/addition to that householders who 
have recently, bo t homes along the 
proposed boulevard were notified Mon- 
day that the city had taken title to 
their homes as a part of the widening 
proceedings, and that henceforth the oc- 
cupants of these homes would be obliged 
q pay rent to the city for the use of 
what they regarded as their own prop- 
erty. The areas involved include Anna- 
dale Park, Nassau Heights, Flushing 
Heights and Flushing Heights Hast. 

William T. Yale, President of the Yale

Given the inextricable 
tangle of ethnology and frontiers in 
Middle and Eastern Europe, and a def- 
inite insurance against war is never 
to be found in any definite, “ ideal ’’ 
frontier arrangement. The real safe-

How the League functions in this 
respect is severally illustrated in a 
single day’s news budget.

Greece, in controversy with Bulgaria 
about the security of Greek nationals 
on the frontier, proposes to appeal to 
the League of Nations.

GILBOA. ._ 

When the name “Gilboa’’ was 
given to a township and later to a 
village on the further side of the Cats- 
kills it was probably because of the 
scriptural association that the name 
had for the early ;ettlers—unless, in- 
deed, it was bestowed as those clzs- 
sical and biblical names which were 
taken out of a gazetteer and given to 
towns 
and cities, as Athens, @roy, Rome, 
Babylon and Jericho. The pious origin 
is likely, for a neighboring village is 
named “ Ruth.’”’ But certain it is 
that_no one of the early inhabitants 
dreamed that the site of the village 
which bears a name meaning “ bub- 
bling fountain '"' would ever become a 
well of water for a city over a hun- 
dred miles away and on the other sidt 
of the watershed, for that is what 
Gilboa, just over the edge of Schoharie 
County, back of Shandakin Mountain, 
is about to be. This little village, 
which has lived its secluded, pastoral 
life for more than a century, must 
move itself to some other site or find 
its name written in water. For the 
people who dwell along the ancient 
creek the fate is ulmost as unkindly. 
Deprivefl of their stream‘ of water 
that comes down from the mountains, 
it will be like that invoked by Davip 
for the mountains of Gilboa on whith 
Savuu and JONATHAN had perished: 

Ye mountains of Gilboa, let there be 

no dew or rain upon you, 

Neither fields of offerings. 


To those who by their engineering 
genius are to bring water for the mul- 
titudes here in the city the blessing is 
that of those who “ passing through 
the Valley of Baca make it a well” 
and cause the rain to fill the pools in- 
stead of running back to the sea. All of 
which suggests occasiof for gratitude 
to those men of science and skill who 
have projected and built the dam and 
the tunnel to carry the water all this 
long way from the far source behind 
the mountain to the city. Incidentally, 
these engineering operations have ex- 
posed a great fossil forést that grew 
there ages and ages before the first 
Gilboan appeared on the earth. Here 
is the picture of the landscape which 
the late Dr. JoHN M, CLARKE gave us 
and which is to-be seen in the re- 
markable restoration in the State Mu- 
seum, constructed under his direction 
shortly before his death as one of his 
great contributions to the State: 

A long, low shore elopes gently down” 
to the shallow sea where now lie the 
Western Catskills. It is dissected by 
the flow of sluggish streams carrying 
the wash of the land into the tidewater 
marshes. Over this low shore, a little 
above the water line, grows a sparse 
forest of strange treés, half anchored, 
half floating in the wet soil, held down 
with the ald of a great bulbous base 
surrounded with spreading, straplike 
rootlets. Straight, rough trunks rise 
without branches to heights of thirty 
to fifty feet, crowned at the summit 
with broad spreading fronds of fern. 
In appearance they are like the great 
tree. ferns of the tropical forests-of to- 
day, but they had already overpassed 
these in their style of fructification. 

So the Gilboans are after all only 
squatters on these “ancient shores

- where the first trees grew. The emi-

FIGHTING THE JAPANESE BEETLE, 

The invasion of New Jersey, Penn- 
syivania and Delaware by the Japa- 
nese beetle is fraught with such mis- 
chief that no gentlemen’s agreement, 
no exclusion act, will avail. It is in- 
teresting to know that Japan, and 
China and India, too, are helping to 
destroy the invaders by exporting 
parasites that prey upon them. The 
beetle appeared first at Riverton, N. J. 
in 1916 in a shipment of nursery 
stock from Japan. The Government 
soon set up an experimental labora- 
tory at Riverton in charge of LoREN 
B. Smrrx. Riverton continues to be 
headquarters to check the march of 
the beetles. Only the other day they 
crossed the Delaware in force and fell 
on Philadelphia. “An embargo on ship- 
ments of vegetables, fruits and farm 
produce followed. There seemed to be 
a shower of the beetles, for people had 
to shake them from their hats and 
clothes; The. fact was that the earth 
swarmed with the insects. The Japa- 


-| nese beetle may be known from a de- 


scription given by The Newark News: 

It is about the size of a potato. 
beetle, but-slightly longer; 1s marked 
on the head.and throat by a shining” 
bronze green color, with wing covers 
of @ tan or brownish shade tinged 
with green edges.

The best'that can done is to: halt 
invading armies. The Federal, Gov- 
ernment is cooperating. In 1917 New 
Jersey appropriated $1,000 to begin 
the work, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture $4,200. This year 
New Jersey’s contribution ts $79,000, 
that of the Department of Agriculture 
$280,000. ..At its last session the House 
of Representatives .was asked for 
$621,000. Congress was told that 
the beetle would overrun the whole 
country unless a big campaign chest 
were provided. Marches of eight to 
twelve miles every year were predicted 
by Dr. C. “B. Smrrx of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: 

There are several kinds of Asiatic 
parasites that, kill and maim the Japa- 
nese beetle. Tons of the tachina fly 
have been sent into the field from 
Riverton. Other flies that fight the 
invaders are Centeter cinéra and Pro- 
sena siberita. The wasps Tiphia and 
Campsomeris from China render valu- 
able ald. Most of these insects come 
by parcel post. The parasites are said 
to be harmless to growing crops. 
Spraying trees with poisons has shown 
good results. Arsenate of lead is excel- 
lent ammunition. An emulsion of oli 
wormseed is also used. Carbon bi- 
sulphide emulsion has proved to be 
valuable. Sometimes cultivated areas 
that are badly infested haye to be 
quarantined. Eternal vigilance will be 
required to keep the Japanese beetle 
down.

shown wisdom.. The action taken is not 
only that to be/ expected of a litigant 
with what he thinks a good case; it also 
is that of one who is content to abide 
by the settlement of the case and not to 
exact, meanwhile, everything he might 
demand. 

This will regain for the company 
something of the good-will which the 
proposed rise in commutation fares 
naturally diminished, and railways of 
late years have got a better apprecia- 
tion than they once had of the value to 
them of good-will. 

That the railroad’s case is not wholly 
bad is shown by the decisions of the 
Federal and State commissions, both 
of which are to be credited with a de- 
termination to be fair:to the public and 
the railways alike. But the commuters 
also have a case, and there is more to) 
it than their inevitable aversion to. 
higher rates. 

‘They do not believe that the New 
Haven would profit, any more than 
wuld any other railway, from anything 
that tended to decrease population in 
the region through which -it runs; or 
even to prevVent the growth of that pop- 
ulation, and there is no doubt that high 
commutation rates do have one or the 
other or both of these effects. That 
railways can afford to carry commuter 
traffic at a lower rate than that of less 
frequent and regular travelegs does. not 
need to be argued; it always has been 
admitted by every railway company. 
The only controversy is as to how much 
less, and on that point opinions are apt 
to be influence by self-interest. To the 
thoughtless commuter the difference 
could not be too large; to the short- 
sighted railway official it could not be 
too small.

BELGIUM'S WAR DEBT.

Recent statements in “Europe criticize 


cause of the pending negotiations with 
Belgium regarding the .debt of that 
country to America. f 

The total facé amount. of the debt of 
Belgium to the United States is car- 
ried in our Treasury accounts at $377,- 
000,000. This. amount of $377,000,000 
(with a¢crued Interest it would now: be 
about $485,000,000) must be considered 
under three. heads. 

There is first an item of $29,800,000 
(principal) on account of sales of sur- 
plus war materials. This portion of Bel- 
gium’s debt is in no way questioned by 
Belgium or by any one else. Such in- 
terest as has become due has been paid 
regularly; the item is carried in the Bel- 
gian official statements as a portion of 
‘ther external debt and will doubtless be 
paid in due course. 

The second item of the Belgian debt is 
made up of advances by our Government 
after the armistice of Nov. 11, 1918, the 
principal amount of these being $175,- 
400,000. No interest has been paid and 
the accrued interest now would be about 
$50,000,000. These advances are not part 
of the Belgian war debt as defined by 
the Tréaty of Versailles. No contention 
can be made that this portion of the 
Belgian debt was canceled by that 
treaty or otherwise. These advances 
stand on the same footing as do sim- 
ilar advances to other countries. 

In the Belgian official public state- 
ments this item of $175,400,000 is carried 
as a part of the Belgian external debt. 
Its refunding is a perfectly proper sub- 
Ject of negotiations between the two 
countries. 

: The ‘‘war debt” of Belgium to the 
United’ States in the proper sense of the 
words means the advances made prior 
to the armistice. It is so defined in 
“Article 232 of the Treaty of Versailles. 

By that article of the treaty Germany 
undertook to make reimbursement of 
those sums with interest at 5 per cent. 
The amount of the United States loans 
to Belgium “‘up to Nov. 11, 1918," 


crued interest to date, would be ap- 
proximately $235,000,000. 

While the exact figures are uncertain, 
the total principal amount of all the 
Belgian war loans covered by Article 232 
of the treaty is apparently about $928,- 
000,000, of which France and Great 
Britain advanced, say, $750,000,000. 

Mr. Hoover's accounts show that more 
‘than 80 per cent. of our pre-armistice 
advances to Belgium went for Belgian 
relief. . 

The words.of Article 232 of the Treaty 
of Versailles, taken alone, do not release 
Belgium from these pre-armistice debts; 
they make Germany Hable for them to 
Belgium, by way' of a special issue of 
German bonds to be delivered to the 
Reparation Commission. 

‘ It was undoubtedly the intention of 
President Wilson at the conference of 
Paris, as well as of the British and 
French Governments, that ultimately 


‘by three Governments in satisfaction 
of e Belgian. liability. On June 16, 
1919, a letter was written by Mr. Wil- 
son, M. Clemenceau and Mr. Lioyd 
George to the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs of Belgium expressing that inten- 
tion. That letter reads in part as fol- 
lows:

By the terms of the letter of June 16, 
1919, what Mr. Wilson and each of the 
two Prime Ministers agreed to do wasto * 
make a r dation ‘‘to the appro- 
priate governmental agency of his Gov- 
ernment”, to the effect that German ..

Mr. Wilson performed his part of ‘the 
obligation by making such a recommen- 
dation to Congress in his message of 
Feb. 22, 1921.

It seems that no reparation payments 
made by Germany before the Dawes 
plan were specifically applied on account 
of the Belgian war debt; at any rate 
the United States never received any 
such payments. 

The Dawes plan fixes the total pay- 
ments of Germany (subject to two va- 
riables, not here important) at $595,000, - 
000 per annum. These annuities are in- 
clusive of all labilities of Germany 
under the Treaty of Versailles, The 
United ‘States ts not a party to the 
Dawes plan as such, although we gave 
it a certain amount of moral support. 

Under the agreement for the division 
of the Dawes plan payments one of the 
“priorities” {s on account of the total: - 
Belgian war debt. When the Dawes 
f Plan gets fully into operation (1928-1929) 
this “priority” will be approximately 
$26,000,000 per annum. 

‘The agreement for the distribution. of 
the Dawes annuities, made in Paris last 
January, ® an agreement to which the © 

nited States is formally a party; this 
provides that this $26,000,000 per an- 
num shall be divided in the proportion 
of the “war debts” of Belgium due to 
France, Great Britain and the United 
States as of May 1, 1921; the share of 
the United States in this sum (tech- 
nically, the share of Belgium) is pro-

In the first four years of the Dawes 
plan the United States will thus receive 
on account of the Belgian debt six or 
seven million dollars; and as nearly as 
can now be figured the United States 
will receive from 1928 onward between 
$3,100,000 and $4,000,000 per annum from 
the Dawes annuities on account of Me 
Belgian war debt. 

Such an annual payment would by no 
means discharge the Belgian war debt 
to the United States in full, as it is 
only about 2 per cent. of the principal - 
amount, to say nothing of accrued or 
other interest. 

The moral claim of Belgium to a re- 
mission of her war debt to the United 
States, except to the extent that it will 
be paid under the Dawes plan, presents 
‘a very strong case; and in this claim 
there is in no way involved any question 
of other allied debts to this country, 
The case of Belgium is a wholly special 
one. 

‘The approval :of.the Dawes plan by 
the United States certainly commits us 
to the theory that Germany can make 
no external payments to Belgium de 
hors the Dawes plan; the United States, 
as well as Belgium, in the Paris agree- 
ment of Jan. 14, 1925, consented to a 
limitation of the amount to be allocated 
from the German payments under the 
Dawes plan on account of the German 
obligation to Belgium to pay the war 
debt to the United States. 

However,) criticism of the attitude of 
the United States in the mattér at this 
time is unfounded, for it is at least 
premature; certainly there is to reason 
why a Belgian commission should not 
now negotiate regarding the Belgian . 
debt to.this country, for aside from the: 
“war debt” there is an admitted Bel- 
sian debt of over $200,000,000. 

There ts no present reason for think- 
ing that our Government will not act 
with perfect fairness toward Belgium; 
various. possible methods of detailed ar« 
rangements are obvious; for example, 
the waiver of all interest (accrued and 
future), as we waived interest. on our 
claim against Germany of $240,000,000 
for the army_of occupation, would in 
large part, perhaps almost wholly, per- , 
mit the discharge of the Principal of 
the Belgian war debt ae the Dawes 
payments.

OCEAN GROVE, 'N. J.,-Aug. 4.~—The 
trouble with America today is that the 
old-fashioned Gospel of Jesus. Christ 
has been supplanted in the pulpits with 
“a pink tea, religion of social service,”’ 
the Rev. Dr. Walter A. Mayer, profes- 
sor in Concordia Seminary of St. Louis, 
| Said in an address this evening before 
ten’ thousand ‘Lutherans from New 
York, Pennsylvania and New. Jersey, 
here for the annual. ‘‘Luther Day’’. ‘ob- 
servance, 


He condemned the .evil influence of 


many zines and moving ‘pletures 
on the market and denounced “‘parlor 
Bolsheyists with their smooth-tongued 
destruction of all law and order.” 

Praising the epoch ushered in by Mar- 
tin. Luther, he declared that. what 
America needed was ‘“ a return to. the 
old-time religion—a return to: the faith 
of the fathers, which alone is described 
as the victory which overcometh the 
world. We do not need anything new 
except a new application of the old truth 
which Luther gave back to the world 400 
years ago.” Put this faith into the hearts 
of the American people; restore this 
truth in those pulpits where it has been 
supplanted by the pink tea religion of 
social service; let the Church of Jesus 
Christ forward in a virile, aggres- 
sive and unswerving campaign to carry 
on its unfinished and neglected tasks; 
let the individual members within the 
Church support this effort not_by sell- 
ing tickets for entertainments or -by 
cooking church suppers, but by fulfill- 
ment of their responsibilities as mis- 
sionaries to .the. saving truth, by their 
increased. financial contri utions and by 
the powerful subsidy of their fervent 
and effectual prayers, ae 
Speaking of the Modernists; Dr. Mayer 
said: ‘““The exponents of the man’s ape 
ancestry point to evolution as to the 
philosophy of life that-holds but hope 
for a glorious tomorrow. The fact of 
the matter is that this delusion is about 
as helpful for the. betterment of the 
human race as a double dose of full- 
strength carbolic acid would be are a 
sick child. 

“Give the Modernist, a free and un- 
checked sway and you will see effigies 
of the Eternal Christ dragged through 
the mud of American streets and you 
will hear little children curse God—you 
will witness the ‘ruin of America.”

CINCINNATI, Aug. 4 (#).—The’ State 
of Ohio and the City of Cincinnati will 
divide $486,365, inheritance tax on prop- 
rerty held by the late Julius Fleisch- 
mann in this State: A check for this 
amount was given to Probate Judge 
William H. Lueders by attorneys of the 
estate today. Under the Ohio law the 


State and city will each receive half’ 
the amount of the tax. 

Experts computing the estate found 
that in Ohio and Hamilton County it 
amounted: to $18,732,565, against which. 
were charged debts totaling $6,418,471. 

Under the will each of the capitalist’s 
two children will receive $5,000,000. In 
determining the amount of the tax it 
Was necessary to figure in the shards 
of 134 employes of the g¥leischmann 
company remembered in the will..

PENNSYLVANIA TO GET | 
$472,335 FRICK TAX 


Decree Orders Executors to Pay 
That Sam in Addition to — 
$1,900,000 Already Paid. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURGH, Aug. 4.—The executors 
of the estate of Henry Clay Frick are 
directed to pay nearly $500,000 in in- 
Neritance taxes to the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in a decree handed 
down this morning in Orphans’ Court in 


Faccordance with the opinions of the Su- 


preme Courts of the United States and 
Pennsylvania; and a stipulation between 
counsel for the estate and the Common- 
wealth ag to the value of the property 
subject to taxation, 

Immediate payment of, $472,335.98 to 
the State is ordered in the decree. This 
amount includes a balance of $382,975.15 
due the Commonwealth, with interest of 
$89,360.33 from Dec. 2, 1920. 

The estate of Mr. Frick has been the 
centre of much litigation, especially with 
regard to the right of Pennsylvania -to 
tax ,the decedent’s tangible personal 
property located in other. States, -prin- 
cipally in New York City.and Pride’s 
Crossing, Mass. In a decision handed 
down recently the United States Su- 
preme Court ruled that Pennsylvania 
had no power to imposé an inheritance 
tax upon Frick property located in other 
States. a : 

Complying with the opinion of the 
highest appellate court, counsel for 
both sides stipulated that Frick prop- 
erty in Massachusetts and New York, 
totaling approximately $500,000, was not 
subject to taxatién. Attorneys David A. 
Reed and Miles H. England .represented 
the Commonwealth and the estate, re- 


apes tively, in the drawing of the stipula- 
on. 

The stipufation is a summary of lega- 
cies to Mrs. Herry C. Frick, Helen 
Frick, Childs Frick and to charitable 
institutions. Among the properties listed 
as exempt from taxation is the ‘‘Four- 
teenth Ward property,’’ which Mr. Frick 
devised to the City of Pittsburgh as a 
park and which recently was enlarged 
through the purchase of additional land 
by the executors. The Frick collection, 
including many valuable pieces of art, 
also is listed as exempt. 

A value of $89,595,084.27 was placed 
upon real estate in Pennsylvania and 
personal property in all places. The 
Frick Building and the Frick Annex 
were valued at $5,9v0,000, an inheritance 
tax of $118,000 being placed upon them. 
The stipulation sets forth that $2,361,- 
924.68 was. the total amount of inheri- 
tance tax due and that $1,978,949.71 haa 
wreeny been paid by the executors.

BOARDED VESSELS 47 YEARS 


“Hardy, He Worked Seven Daye a 
Week and, Was Known to Thou- | 
sands of Officers of Liners. 


Richard Lee, who was well ‘known to 
thousands of. captains and officers of. 
ocean liners and freighters from all 
parts of the world as the ship news re- 
port: for The Associated Press at 
Quarantine, died yesterday at his home 
in Rosebank, 8S. I. He was 71 years old 
and had' boarded ships entering the Port 
of New York since Jan. 1, 1878. 

Mr. Lee was taken ill early in June 
last dnd had to stay in bed, instead of 
going off-at sunrise in-the Health Of- 
ficer’s steamboat, for the first time dur- 
ing his long career at’ Quarantine. Dr. 
George Mond, who attended him, said 
the veteran ship news reporter died of 
general septic poisoning resulting. from 
an. infected tooth. ‘Mr. Lee enjoyed a 
hardy constitution and was accustomed 
to braving all kinds of weather. Three 
years ago he scouted the idea of having 
an assistant, and also refused to accept 


illness in his life and felt himself im- 
mune from. the ordinary maladies of 
mankind. 


During his forty-seven years at Quar- 
antine Mr. Lee had seen officers rise to 
command and retire to spend their days 
by the fireside, ‘while he remained on 
the job at the gate to New York City. 
Captains making their final voyage to 
this port always sent for Dick Lee 
as he was known, to say good-bye to 
him. His cheery ‘All well, Captain?’ 
was the familiar salutation when he 
went alongside in the Health baat. 

New York Harbor grew daily before 
his eyes.. Dick Lee saw all the crack 
Atlantic liners of the earlier days, when 
there was real racing between the com- 
peting lines, come in to Quarantine and 
anchor, The list included the Alaska, 
Arizona and Oregon of the Guion Line; 
the America of the National Line, the 
Anchor liner City of Rome, most grace- 
ful of all the vessels that have ever en- 
tered this port; the American liners City 
of New York and City of Paris, White 
Star, liners Germanic, ‘Oceanic and 
Olympic; the Cunarders Lucania and 
| Campania, the. North German Lloyd 
express liners Kronprinzessin Cecilie, 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, Kaiser Wil- 

helm II, Kronprinz Wilhelm, the Ham- 
burg-Amerfcan liners Deutschland and 
Imperator and later the big liners Le- 
viathan, George Washington and Presi- 
dent Harding, and the French liners 
Paris and France and the new Italian 
steamships Puilio and Conte Verde._ 

Mr: Lee said last May, in talking about 
the old records across the Atlan that 
there were not many hours’ difference: 
between them and thoss made at the 
present time. 

He was born in Ireland and came to 
America when he was 13 years old and 
lived with his parents in Boston and 
then came to New York. He started as 
marine reporter for The New York Her- 
ald, Jan. 1, 1878 when the trip to the 
steamships at Quarantine had to be 
made in a rowboat. The vessels/ were 
less than 7,000 gross tonnage in those 
days ahd it was easier to climb up the 
tope ladder than.it is now. — . 

From The Herald Mr. Lee went to The 
New York-Associated Press, which later 


remained with that organization ever 
since, working seven days a week. He 
always wore a blue serge suit and 
yachting eap and with his bronzed face 
and neatly trimmed iron gray beard 
looked like a deep sea mariner. He is 
survived by. his wife and two sons, Rich- 
ard Lee Jr. of Boston and Charles Beres- 
ford Lee.

Patrick Clancy’s pawnshop, at 473 
Grand Street, which has been a land- 
mark in its section for years, was 
robbed yesterday by five armed thieves, 
who ransacked its. safe in broad day- 
light and took jewelry, reported to the 
police by the proprietor as worth more 
than $50,000. They also got $1,100 in 
cash. They bound the proprietor, 
two clerks and a woman customer. It 
was fully twenty minutes after they had 
left before Clancy succeeded in freeing 
himself, and then not the slightest trace 
of the robbers was found. 

Clancy had just opened the store for 
the day shortly after 9 otclock. He was 
taking articles from the safe to use in 
a window display.

lyn, was sweeping the sidewalk. Mrs. 
Mary Schulman of 268 Monroe Street, a 
customer, was looking at handbags. 

A man dressed as a painter entered 
and asked to see some paint brushes.

Three Order All Hands Up. 


‘Then three men came in from Willett 
Street... When they reached the centre 
of the store they drew pistols and or2 
dered. hands. up. all around. They 
crowded -Clancy and his clerk and the 
Woman customer into the private office 


in the rear. Just then: Hollywood en- 
tered from the street. He found a gun 
poked against his ribs and was ordered 
to join the others. 

Four robbers guarded the’ prisoners, 
while the fifth took an empty bag from 
the shelves and scooped the jewelry 
from the open safe into it. The three 
male: prisoners were taken to a rear 
hallway, where they were tied to ban- 
isters, each being gagged with a hand- 
kerchief. The woman was locked in the 
office after being threatened with death 
if she made an outcry. 

Twenty minutes later, he said, Clancy 
Was able to release himself and the 
others. He called the police. Detectives 
questioned persons in the street, but 
none had seen the men. 

News of the robbery spread quickly 
and there was soon a throng in front of 
the door. Many of.them tried franti- 
cally to gain entrance, saying they had

As she was, walking through the lobby 
of the hotel she was stopped by Wardell, 


who was waiting there. ‘‘Mr. Stone is 
very much impressed with you,;’’ he told 
her. “He expects to employ you. in 
the meanwhile he wants you to do him 
a favor. I have to go downtown for 
him, Will you please cash this check 
at the Harriman National’ Bank and 
give me the money.’ 

With a check for $425, Which he gave 
her, was a letter purporting to have 
been written by Stone asking: the hank 
to ere her the money. 

The girl was able to cash it. As she 
came out of the bank Wardell, met her 
and asked for the money, it is charged,

Stone’s office. 

As he was attempting to force, her to 
give it to him, Detective Milton Hines 
says he passed by. Seeing the struggle,- 
he arrested Wardell. After hearing her 
story, he took him to Stone’s office, 
where he was identified as the man 
who. worked there a year before. 

According to Detective Hines, Stone 
has. always previously employed a man 
for stenographer. But, he said last 
night, Mr. Stone is now considering giv- 
ing Miss Pollack the job as a reward 
for her services. ~ Mr., Stone himself 
was non-committal on this point.

Protests to Court. 


In an address to the Court, Mr. Spock

Furthermore, 
he said, the railroad would be subject 
to a fine of $5,000 a day for every day 
it did not live up to the legalized rate, 
and.: its: -officers’ wotld” be’ subject to 
charges of misdemeanor. 

He argued that if the decision of Jus- 
tice Tompkins stood as rendered, no 
provision had been made for ‘a refusal 
by the Public Service Commission to 
grant a rehearing. He asserted that the 
railroad had been trying for five years 
to bring the commutation rates in West- 
chester and Connecticut up to the levels 
on other parts of the system, He da 
the railroad was ~rohibited by law from 
charging discriminatory rates and that 
it had a legal right to get rid of the 
rates expiring on July 31, which he de- 
scribed as “confiscatory.”* 

Frankly, he said, he believed the court 
had no ietladiction in the present’action. 
‘But if it decided to decree an injunc- 
tion the railroad would conform to its 
order for refund certificates, under pro- 
test and compulsion, solely to avoid re- 
sulting chaos and to relieve the plaintiff 
of the embarrassment of furnishing ade- 
quate bond. The railroad would reserve 
the right to assert claims of error by 
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administrators of his estate, to icompel 
his ‘fiancée to deliver to them jewelry 
found in his apartment the day he died, 
Dr. Partridge was found dead from car- 
bon-monoxide poisoning Sept. 14, 1024, 
the day after Mrs. Joughin ~succumbed 
in the apartment above from the same 
cause. The fiancée, Miss Susan Loomis, 
a high school teacher, asserted that she 
withdrew the jewelry given to her for 
safe-keeping from a safe deposit vault, 
when the administrators asked her to 
deliver it.

A suit for $50,000 damages, brought by 
the sisters against.

$6,000,000 Was Obtained From|

"Bank of France.

Bank of France has shipped gold: from roi 


its. reserves to New York, gathered from 
dispatches announcing that’ the Federal 
Reserve Bank on Monday received $6,-

There 
Was considerable speculation whether 
the French Government has adopted ja 
new policy of sending gold to cover in- 
terest payments to America rather than 
buying: doMars:in the open market. ; 

It authoritatively learned here, 

er, that the gold was not a part 
of the .bank’s reserve but simply was 
held _theré. for safekeeping, never hav- 
ing figured in the balance sheet. * 

There are two versions of the origin 
of thé metal shipped to New York. One 
is that it was the accumulation result- 
ing from exchange operations effected 
for the Government in various. Dutch 
and Swiss financial centres, the coin 
chiefly being in. Swiss francs, which are 
now at a premium over the dollar. It 
is understood the transaction was care 
ried out with the full approval of the 
French Treasury. 

The other hypothesis 1s that the -gold 
was the balance or a part of the bal- 
ance of the gold that the Bolshevist 
Government turned over to Germany 
under the Brest-Litovsk Treaty and 
which subsequently was turned over to 
the allied powers. 

In any case assurance is ven at the 
Bank of France that the shipment does 
not affect the. position of the gold re- 
serve in the bank statement. Great dis- 
cretion is observed in official circles as 
to the object: of the shipment, which it 
is stated was made upon the order of 
the Government. 

The explanation credited in financial 
— is that Finance Minister Cail- 
laux, knowing that this gold was lying 
idle in the bank vaults and serving 
neither to help French exchange nor to 
swell the bank’s gold reserve,- decided it 
might be used to good advantage in the 
payment of interest coming due on 
Frénch obligations to the United States, 
thus relieving ‘pressure on France that 
would have resulted from buying dollars.

Representative at Hearing Says 
Only a Sweeping Order Can Save 
Funds From Paris Directors. 


During an argument before Supreme 
Court Justice Ingraham yesterday on an 
“application by the State Insurance De- 
partment for an order to take posses- 
sion of the assets of the Russian Rein- 
surance Company and the First Russian 
Insurance Company of Petrograd, and 
‘the Moscow Fire Insurance Company, 
amounting to about $1,500,000, Charles 
Recent, attorney for the Soviet Govern- 
ment, reques that the action be 
taken provided an order was signed 
directing the State Superintendent of 
Insurance to hold the property until 
the claims of the stockholders, the ma- 
jority. of whom are in Russia, can be 
proved. 

The hearing was to determine the 
form of order to be signed, the court 
having previously decided to give the 


State Insurance Department possession 
of the companies’ asséts in the United 
States. 

Clarence C. Fowler, Special Deputy 
representing Insurance Superintendent 
Beha, contended that the order should 
give the-department possession without 
restrictions and should permit the as- 
sets to be held until theirrightful claim- 
ants are determined. He said that a 
large part of the assets are deposited 
with the Bankers’ Trust Company, 
which has a branch in Paris, and that 
unless the order was sweeping the pres- 
ent directors of these companies, who 
haye been operating from Paris, could 
bring suit in Paris for their claims. 

Frederick B. Campbell, attorney for 
the companies and their ‘directors, con- 
tended that the order should make some 
provision to enable the companies or 
their directors to establish in the courts 
their right to recover the assets. remain- 
ing after all obligations have been paid. 
Mr. Fowler objected to. this provision, 
maintaining that, if opportunities to 
prosecute claims were given to the Paris 
directors conservation of the assets for 
the rightful claimants could not be car- 
Tied out. 

Mr. Recht, announcing that he had not 
appeared previously because he had not 
then obtained power to represent the 
Insurance Department of the Soviet 
Government, and pointing out that he 
appeared yesterday only as a friend of 
the court because his Government has 
no standing in this country, said: 

“These directors in Paris, who fled 
from Russia, represent only a small per- 
centagé of the stockholders, the major- 
ity of whom are poor Russians who are 

entitled some day to receive their share 
of the companies’ surplus assets. If the 
Paris directors are permitted to collect 
the surplus assets they will use the mil- 
lions of dollars obtained in this way for 
their own purposes.’ 

Mr. Recht said that the Paris group 
had already collected more than $1,000,- 
000 from another insurance company 
and that the total stake now involved is 
around $5,000,000, which, he asserted, 
these directors would spend on “wine, 
women and song.” He pointed out that, 
the Civil Tribunal of the Seine had 
already rejected his pleas in a suit by 
one of these directors brought in Paris, 
on the ground that he had no standing 
in the French court to prosecute it. Mr. 
Recht contended that these men had no 
legal authority to meet in Paris and 
‘constitute themselves the directing heads 
of the insurance companies. 

Justice Ingraham said that he would 
receive Mr. Recht’s remarks: solely as 
coming from a friend of the Court, since 
he could not recognize the Soviet Gov- 
ernment’s right to intervene in the case, 
and that he would consider orders sub- 
mitted by Attorney Campbell, repre- 
senting the company and Mr. Fowler, 
and Deputy Attorney General Joseph C. 
H. Flynn in behalf of the State Insur- 
ance.Department. It was conceded that 
more than $1,000,000 will remain after 
all the expenses of the proceedings have 
been paid.
